Columbus. O., Aug. 13—Governor Harmon shortly be- 


foiv noon today took the strike situation in his"own 
hands, and without consulting Mavor Marshall .ordered 
state troops hack to Columbus. 
The governor's orders 


to Adjutant General Weybredit were' to call the First 
Infantry from Cincinnati, ri«roop B Cavalry, Battery 0 
Field Artillery, and the Ambulance Company, the three 
latter being Columbus organizations. The' Cohunbns 
troops will go on duty immodiatelv. 


The First Regiment is expected to arrive from Cin- 


cincinnti about 6 o'clock this evening. All will be on duty 
tonight. 


Adjutant General Weybrer-ht .ffcted that the troops 


called out will not number more than 600. but that it is 
tk^intention of the state to call a sufficient number ot 
companies from the Third Regiment under CotT fl. O. 
Catrow to bring the total number of troops up to 1,000. 
This will necessitte calling seven or eight companies 
from the Third. Brigdier'General John C. Speaks ,com- 
mnding the Second Brigade, was ordered on duty t noon 
to take command of all the trooops when they arrive. 


Gov. Harmon takes entire responsibility for calling 


the troops back to Columbus. When he "issued the call 
he made it plain that he had done so without any re- 
quest from Mayor Marshall. 


The governor, it is known, has no fault to find with

heaven to the utter destruction of those 
cities, the place of which is now mark- 
ed by the Dead Sea. 
The Sodomites 


were obliterated and only their name 
and history have come down to us. 
Their utter destruction by eternal fire 
or heavenly fire mined upon them was 
a complete destruction. 
Their experi- 


ence pictures forth the utter destruc- 
tion of all whom God will finally re- 
ject as unworthy of eternal life. Xot 
that fire and brimstone would be rain- 
ed upon all. but that otter destruction 
will come upon all disapproved by tbe 
Almighty. Who thinks that St. Jude 
meant that the fire that destroyed tbe 
Sodomites was an eternal oneV Who- 
ever thiitks that it is still burning as a 
literal blaze should take a look at the 
picture of the Dead Sea and note that 
there are no fires there. The thought 
is that the fire, which is a symbol of 
destruction, did its work thoroughly, 
completely, leaving not a vestige of 
these condemned to destruction. 


The Sodomites all went to heil—to 


the Bible hell-to the state of death 
But they did not go to the hell which 
was manufactured by our forefathers 
during the dark ages—a hell of eternal 
torture. 
We have Bible testimony on 


the subject, which we will produce. 
They are unconscious now like the re- 
jiainder of tbe dead, waiting for tbe 
resurrection. And the resurrection op- 
portunity will come to them, as well 
as to all the remainder of Adam's 
race; because they, as well as all oth- 
ers, are redemed by the precious blood 
of Christ—by the sacrifice which be 
finished at Calvary. ThU i* not spec 
illative. 
We have the words of the 


Master himself on tbe subject. Let ns 
take our information, our wisdom from 
the proper quarter 
Then our doubts 


and fears will speedily flee away. 


Not a Second Char.ce. 


We will produce the Bible testimony 


showing- that the Sodomite* will be re 
leased and come forth dunnjr the me- 
diatorial reign of Messiah to enjoy a 
ebare of the blessings then to l>e pour 
ed out upon Israel aud tbe world: and 
to have an opportuni'y of coming into 
harmony with God and gaining eternal 
life 
But we know that straightway 


somebody will stay. No. Pastor Russell, 
that would be a second chance, and 
Hod has nowhere promised a second 
rhance to any. Furthermore it would 
fee be-littleinjr to tbe Divine Go<-ern- 
ment to suppose that God. after giving 
one fair trial to a man and reaching a 
decision would conclude to give him 
another trial, as though Divine Justice 
were unable to determine the worthi- 
ness or unworthiness of the individual 
for eternal life in ono trial or testing.

We fully agree with this sentiment, 


but call attention to the fact that the 
Sodoir.lt*1* did not enjov one trial for 


' life. 
They and al! mankind were 


"born In sin. ihapen In Inlqnity; In «ln

They were born under tbe tenteDC*. 
"Dviug tbou shall die." Neither tbey 
nor «ayou« else, therefor*, could tt» 
placed upou trial for a future life ever- 
lasting or death everlasting, until re- 
leased from tbe original sentence of 
death under wbicb all were born. And 
no release from that death sentence 
was granted to anybody until tbe lie- 
deeuier came aud died, "tbe Just for 
tbe unjust." that, "as by a man came 
death, by a man also mi£bt come ttw 
resurrection of tbe dead." 


Ouly those, therefore, who bare been 


born since Jesus' day could be released 
from tbe original penalty, or could be 
placed on trial for life or death eter- 
nal. 
Ouly the Church, therefore, ac- 


cepts this proposition. To ibis agrees 
tbe words of the Apostle, "if ice gin 
wilfully after that ire bare come to a 
knowledge of tbe Truth, there remain- 
el h no more sacrifice for sin (such bar- 
iug enjoyed aud misused their share 
of tbe original sacrifice)—nothing but 
a fearful looking forward to of judg- 
ment (sentence) aud fiery indignation, 
which will devour tbe adversaries of 
God—in the Second Death (Hebrews 
2C). The Sodomites, therefore, did not 
enjoy any chance of eternal life. They 
knew not "the only name given under 
bear en or amongst men whereby we 
must be saved." Not only so. but toe 
majority of mankind since Jesus' day 
have never beard tbe Gospel in tbe 
true sense of tbe word hearing— Tbey 
bare never understood, never appre- 
ciated, it fully, rightly. 


More Tolerable For Sodomites. 


It may astonish some to know that 


Jesus, speaking of the judgment or 
trial of tbe world during the coming 
age. during his Mediatorial Kingdom, 
declared that that trial would be less 
severe upon the Sodomites than upon 
some of those people to whom be 
preached, who would also have a 
share in tbe opportunities of that 
great epoch—an opportunity, with the 
Sodomites, of reconciliation to God 
and tbe attainment of eternal life. 
His words were. Woe unto you Cho- 
razzin and Bethsaida. for if the mighty 
works which have been done In yon 
had been done In Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, they would have repeated long 
ago in sackcloth and ashes. Therefore 
I say unto you. It shaft be more tol 
enable for Tyre and Sidon. In the day 
of judgment [the world's trial time, 
the Millennium] than for you (Mat- 
thew II. 22. 23). What more could we 
ask upon this subject? 
What higher 


authority could be invoked than the 
Great Judge himself? ^ 


It will not do to say' that Jesus did 


not refer to the-aaine licentious Sod- 
omites mentioned by St. Jude in our 
text. It will not do to say that Jesus 
meant some Sodomites living in hi 
day. because there were none. 
Tbe 


Master distinctly tells us that "the 
same day that Lot went out of Sodom 
it rained down fire and brimstone from 
heaven and destroyed them all" (Luke 
xvii. 29). 
When our Lord declares 


that "H shall be more tolerable for 
Sodom in the day of judgment than 
for Capernaum" and the other cities 
in which he preached, be implies that 
it will still be tolerable for those, peo- 
ple-who heard him and who rejectee 
his message. 


"Thus It Is Written."
